The attack of thend two brigades oc- 
curred at a spot where natural obstacles 
made success impossible, but the move- 
ment was regarded as necessary in order 
to draw the Turkish troops away from 
points where real advances could be made 
successfully. Only one man in six of the 
Australians who left the trenches came 
back safely. 

“This charge differs from that of the 
Light Brigade,” says Capt. Bean, in 
that it was made by horsemen who had 
volunteered to fight on fvot or jn any 
other way, provided they could get to 
the Gallipoli peninsula and help the 
other Australians there.

BULGARIA’S LEANINGS KNOWN. 
The note sent by Russia to Bulgaria.

troops on the Serbian border, and the 
acceptance of financial support by Bul- 
garia from the Teutonic allies, leave no 
doubt as to the object of Bulgaria’s mili 
tary preparations. 

The note declares that Russia, there- 
fore, cannot sanction by the presence in 
that country of its minister “ prepara- 
tions for fratricidal aggression against 
a Slav and allied people.“ 


WITHDRAW CONCESSIONS. 

While the Bulgarian premier is re- 
ported in a semi-official statement as 
saying that Bulgaria is not threatening 
any of its neighbors and still hopes for 
a pacific settlement “which will take 
Its interests into account,” an Athens 
dispatch reporgs that the quadruple en- 
tente powers have withdrawn their prof- 
fered concessions of Macedonian ter- 
ritory to Bulgaria and that an Anglo- 
French expedition is about to be landed 
at Saloniki, with the ore of 
Greece.

Hotel Without Woman Guest. 

In the morning when we ail met in the 
lobbies there seemed to be something 
curious about the hotel and at first catch 
one did not quite gresep what it was. In 
two seconds one realized what it was. 
There was not a woman guest in the 
place. And there were hardly any civilians 
except the journalists, and they do not 
count as either civilian or military—just 
annoyances. Officers, officers, every- 
where! Old generals of the Franco-Prus- 
sian days, who had been sent to Wersaw 
more on administrative than military 
duty, and young lieutenants who were 
rushing through a breakfast of coffee, 
fresh eggs, and white bread preparatory 
to piling into their automobiles for the 
ride to the front. 

The white bread was à treat. One can- 
not get it in Germany and everybody who 
was canny tucked half a dozen rolls into 
his pocket, for when you start on a trip 
into the devastated region these days the 
one thing you can be pretty eure of is that 
you won't get anything to eat for another 
ten hours. The morning paper and the 
one sheet extras that went with break- 
fast were, like the evening papers of the 
night before, printed in the German lan- 


guage.

Children Are Entertained. 

The genuinely care-free beings I see are 
the children of the streets and the dogs. 
To the children the constant passing of 
soldiers and prisoners is just a show, and 
they love it. The rush of military autoe 
keeps the dogs occupied in dodging de- 
struction, and so they have no time to 
brood upon the facts of invasion. 

Food ie plentiful. In the poorer streets 
white loaves and brown are displayed in 
baskets and on bits of cloth laid on the 
s:dewaik or on benches set before the shop 
doors. These extemporized places of sale 
are usually presided over by extremely 
untidy old women. The shop windows 
are also full of bread. The butchers’ 
shops appear to be well supplied. Fur out 
on the highways leading into the city one 
comes upon mounds of bread piled on 
benches in front of a little grocery or a 
cottage. ’ 

Germans Not Spenders. 

Naturally it is not easy to learn whether 
the Poles resent the German occupation 
of Warsaw, because nuch timeses these 
every man gives guarded answers to lead-

The magnificent defense of Gaeta excit- 
ed the admiration at the time of the entire 
civilized world, an admiration which 
grew when it became known that the de- 
tense had been directed by the young 
Queen Marie, who was the heroine of the 
siege, until the last, for neither her hus- 
band, King Francis, nor yet her brother- 
in-law. the count of Caserta, possessed 
much energy, resourcefulness, or perse- 
verance. The queen was here, there, and 
everywhere, consoling the dying, nurs- 
ing the wounded, and taking the leading 
part in the councils of war, presided over 
by her consort, King Francis, an insignifi- 
cant but good looking monarch, who lost 
his crown rather through the mistakes 
of his predecessors on the throne than 
through any fault of his own. 

Finally Gaeta was compelled to sur- 
render, through the frightful starvation 
of its garrison, which by reason of its 
bravery was permitted to march out with 
the full honors of war. The enthusiasm 
in the various capitals of Hurope on the

Soon after the outbreak of the present 
war, in August of last year, when the ac- 
tion of the German government in in- 
terning or expelling all foreign citizens 
within tts borders, forced the other bein- 
gerent powers to adopt retaliatory meas- 
ures, Queen Marie of Naples wae once 
more obliged to move, abandoning the 
home in Paris which had become dear to 
her. As ex-Queen of Naples she would 
have been welcome to stay. But she was 
by birth a member of the reigning house 
of Bavaria, of a dynasty the princes of 
which have excited in a particular degree 


popular resentment in France.

The Queen of Naples wee therefore 

compelled to seek refuge at her country 
place in the Bavarian highlands, and if 
the allied armies ever penetrate thither, 
as they are expected to do, why then the 
poor queen, bereaved of her husband and 
of her only child, robbed of one sister, to 
whom she was devoted, Empress lisa - 
beth of Austria, by the knife of an assassin 
at Geneva, and of another equally dear 
sister, the Duchess of Alencon, by a ter- 
rible death in the flames of the charity 
bazaar fire in Paris, will be forced once 
more to move on, to take up again the 
weary path of exile, and that in her 75th 
year. 

Queen Marie is the only surviving wom- 
an of royal rank who can boast of having 
been married by proxy. Her wedding 
took place on the 8th of January, in 1800. 
at Munich, when she was barely 18 years 
of age. her husband, the then crown prince 
of Naples, being represented at the cere- 
mony by a great dignitary of the court 
of Naples, specially delegated for the 
purpose. She then set forth for the land 
of her adoption, and on disembarking at 
Bari a fortnight later, was welcomed by 
her consort, who had been her husband for 
two weeks already in the eyes of the law 
and of the church, but upon whom she had 
never set eyes before.

Queen Marte, in her younger days, was 
as passionately devoted to horses as her 
sister, the Empress of Austria, and main- 
tained a small racing stable near Paris, 
running her horses under the name of 
“Count Isola.” She was aloe very fond 
of sailing, and was wont to spend severai 
weeks each summer either at Boulogne 
or at Dieppe. devoting all her daye there 
to sailing a small cutter, of which she 
always took the helm, and which used to 
be met about in the channel in all sorts of 
dirty weather. Her husband shared none 
of these tastes, hated boating, and enter- 
tained such an aversion for horses that
